•Ship St&tions in IMid-Ocean* 


The possibility of anchoring vessels 
at a m aximum depth of three miles in 
mid-ocean, m ay he reasonably enter­ 
tained iu this progressive century, and 
a pdan for suoli a project has thus been 
sketched: An International Comp.any 
is to be organized, its project and pro­ 
perty to be secured as neutral by treat­ 
ies iu the event of w ars. 
The great 
maritime nations are then to be solici­ 
ted for pecuniary and other aid, as old 
w ar vessels, caliles, buoys, etc., will be 
required. 
Across the great A tlantic 
plateau these vessels are to be placed 
just the distance apart it w ill take a 
ve.ssel twelve or i\v«nty-four hours to 
n u t. 
One or two telegrapliic cables, 
or perliaps telephones, will be laid near, 
stretching from America to Irelaiul, 
with connecting branolies running to 
eacli of the eight or sixteen anchored 
vessels. These vessels are manned and 
rigged so as to be manageable should 
they they get adrift. They w ill then 
be ready for the performance of tlie fol­ 
lowing duties: Postal marine insurance 
niaiineaiid telegraphic stations. They 
will also be used as electric light ships, 
relief, life, property and survey sta­ 
tions, as also for meteorological obser­ 
vatories. Every feature seems to be 
covered by tlie project, 
l^roper sup­ 
ports for tlie deep anchorings, adjusta­ 
ble branch connections w ith the telc- 
graplj cable, and appliances to loosen 
tbe powerful strain and constant mo­ 
tion of the ancbored or rath er moored 
vessels—,-dl of tliese details have been 
well considered. 
As a steam er nears 
a mid-oeeaii station, tlie mail bags are 
exclianged and cablegrams transm itted, 
togetlior with the daily m orning and 
perhap.s evening papers ju st from the 
pre.s.s oil bunrd the station and contain­ 
ing up) to tliat lioiir news from all parts 
of the civilized world. 
H ere likewise 
may the sick and so inclined pa.ssetigers 
lie over to return on tlie next steam er 
pas.siiig. 
Supplies are renew ed and 
succor given if in di.slress. 
The sta­ 
tions will be .supplied with every mod­ 
ern appliance for tlie saving of life and 
property and a force of able seamen. 
It is said that tlie salvage percentage 
upon distressed vessels saved from loss 
and shipw reck will alone pay a hand­ 
some dividend. 
The liberal aid of all 
nations is expected to an extent th at 
will preelnde the necessity of the com­ 
pany raising much capiud froHi its 
members. 
TToiuinent 
enterprising 
men in every country will be solicited 
to join it and act as agents in obtaining 
ilie aid of their respective governm ents. 
The telegraplicd notice of approacliing 
.storms at sea would lie of great service 
to vessels, wliile an opportunity for a 
sttidj' of tlic w inds and currents and a 
comparison of logs would be invalua­ 
ble. 
The whole xiroject is novel and 
uselul, and if carried out will prove a 
liumaiiitariaii and profitable enterprise 
to tbe world.

It begins at a single stream and 
i'nds at a million outlets. The netw ork 
' pipes through wliich the Croton is 
livcred aggregates a length of 440 
iles, and the daily 
flow averages 
,000,000 gallons.

on the nortliern bank would play “ Star 
Spangled B anner,” “ H ail Cohinibia,” 
or some otlier national air, and at its 
conclusion tlie ‘boys in blue’ would 
cheer most lustilj'. 
A nd then tlie baud 
on the southern bank would respond 
with “ D ixie” or ‘‘Bonnie Blue F lag ,” 
or some other Southern melody, and 
the ‘boys in gray’ would attest their 
approbation w ith an old Confederate 
yell. 
B ut presently one of the bands 
struck up, in S'.veet and ¡ilaiiitive notes 
which were wafted acro.?s the beautiful 
Rappah-diinock, w ere cauglicnji at once 
by the other baud and swelled into a 
grand anthem w iiich touched every 
Iieart, “ Home Sw eet Home !”

And that 
AMONG EDUCATORS 
tlie position of VVobcestee is well de- 
flned by the opinions of tlio late H on. 
Horace M ann, wJho w ro te : 
“ F or m any years, in all my w riting, 
speaking, and teaching, 1 have en­ 
deavored to conform totheorthograpliy 
and 
pronunciation as 
contained in 
W orcester’s D ictionaries. 
1 suppose 
them to represent tlie highest standard 
recognized by tlie best w riters and 
speakers iu Diigland and in this coun­ 
try .”

been made th at AS'ebster’s English Dic­ 
tionary is adopted a.s th e standard by 
national ollicers, to th e exclusion of 
W orcester’s, I take occasion to say th at 
30 far as the L ibrary of Congress is con­ 
cerned, W ebster has never been follow­ 
ed in orthography in p rinting its cata­ 
logues, reports, or anj' other documents 
Oil the coutrari', w herever proofs from 
the Congressional P rin tin g Oflice em­ 
body llie innovations upon English or- 
tiiography whicli AFebsier introduced, 
they are invariably returned w ith cor- 
reciious restoring the established spell­ 
ing as represented by W orcester and 
the usage of all great E nglish w riters. 
“ V ery respiectfuliy, 
“ A . K. Spo fford, 
“ L ibrarian of Congress.” 
A point w orthy of careful observation 
is tlie fact that readers who have been 
tangiit a t school to spell according to 
W ebster, as soon a t they arrive at an 
age vvarranting the use of their o'vii 
rilscrim itialion, adopt the style pre­ 
ferred by W orcester, and it is singu­ 
larly the case tliat m any parties (the 
niaioriry, from our observation), ivho 
claim AV'ebster as their authoritjA .«pell 
the test words according to Worcester.

Sm alley and M r. Joiiii R. C. H assard.” 
Besides, the ortliograpliy o f AVorces- 
TER is used iu a large m ajority o f the 
standard and popular tvorks th at are 
daily read, as weii as in tlie leai'.ng jie- 
riodicals and papers o f th e day. 
I t is a w ell-know n fact th at AA’eb- 
ster’s D ictionary contained so many 
eccentricities in the w ay of spelling 
—“ c:ipricious and baseless fluctuations 
and variations,’’ as the Philadeiphio 
Press (Feb. 9, 1S77) dc.signates tliem— 
tliat it was found absolutely ncce.s=ary 
to repeatedly revise tlie w ork, and each 
tim e the editors introduced the style 
preferred by A \'orcf.ster in place ol 
m any of the innovations of Areb.«ter. 
R egarding these changes tlie New York 
ludesendent (Oct. IS, 1S77) rem ark s: 
“ AV'orcestcr’s D ictionary is generally 
acknow ledged to be the sUiudard .au­ 
thority, e5peoi:.Uy in spelling and pro­ 
nunciation, and m any publishers and 
nesvspapers, like the Tribune, whciii for 
a tim e adopted AVebster’s as an author­ 
ity , have gone hack to AV'orcester’s. In

W orcester, in his younger days, 
w as engaged w ith otliers in the revision 
of AVebstor’s D ictionary, and iu AA’ob- 
cestee’s Quarto D ictionary, we have 
tlie result of this experience, coupled 
w ith the fruits of later investigations 
and m aturer judgm ent, and it may ho 
considered 
THE OROWNCfG LABOH 
of a scliolar who devoted a tliird of a 
century to philological studies. 
For 
year the present pablishera of AV'okces- 
t e r ’s D ictionary were associated with 
the publication of W ebster’s Diction­ 
ary, and few have had a better oppor­ 
tu n ity of learning th eir w eak and 
strong points. I t is hardly probable, 
therefore, with this experience’, that, 
unless they ivere satisfied w ith the su­ 
periority of the principals ofAVoRCEs- 
TER, they would have recently invested 
ivhat may be term ed “ a fortune” iu the 
purchase o f this great property. Had 
the same am ount of money and energy 
been employed in advertising and pusb- 
ing AV orcesteb as has been expended 
for th at purpose on AVebster, tlie for­ 
m er w ork M-ould stand w ith people 
generally w here it now does, on its 
m erits alone, w ith tlie scholars and 
cultivated readers of A m erica iiud E ng­ 
land,—-/or in advance of all others. 
A fter all, the preference for AA’’obces- 
TEB, M'liich is now gaining ground so 
rapidly, is probably due to tlie reason 
50 tersely summed up by E n g lan d ’s 
greatest literary autliority, the London 
Alhenxum, wliich concludes an unpre­ 
judiced and elaborate review of the two 
dictionaries, as follow s:

A G R IC L'LTU R E. 


K icking Cows.—Here is my method 
w ith kickers; 
My cows are in stalls 
three and a half feet wide. 
I use a long 
pole or liglit round rail. 
This I drop in 
a notch in the rig h t front corner of the 
stall and secure it. AVith it I gently 
crowd the hindquarters of the cow 
ag.ainst the partition on the left side. 
The pole strikes the fiaiik ju st at the top 
of the udder and tlien passes on behind 
her and is fastened lirm iy to the side of 
Che barn back of the n ext cow on the 
'eft. 
She m ust be tied short or fastened 
by a stanchion. IS'ow the m ilker is mas­ 
ter and no injury to the cow. Slie can’t 
possibly liit him, and can only raise lier 
foot forw ard. If she is accustomed to 
gentleness, a soothing w ord th e first 
time she raises lier foot w ill quiet iier, 
and she w ill soon forget kicking. I f slie 
needs it, one firm word of command 
may do. 
if she is w ild, take a stick, 
pretty stiff, and for one kick give one 
quick blow and one decided w ord; two 
mows and trvo words will spoil ail. 
AVbile she stands quiet w histle or call 
her name soothingly, and you w ill find 
her m anners and disposition entirely 
changed, ’oy a little perseverance, unless 
she is very wicked. A lter aw hile, the 
pole may be omitted, and she w ill not 
notice it if it is done w ith care. 
The 
one great advantage of this m ethod is 
th at tlie m ilker feels perfectly a t ease, 
and is self-confident, and tliis i consider 
the great requi.siie in the m anagem ent 
of any anim al. The pule does not incer- 
feie Willi m ilking. 


H o rses D riv e n to E xcess.—By' dri­ 
ving to excess we mean th a t horses are 
pulled, and jer.'ted, and c-vitcbed too 
much w ith th eie in s. Tiiere is toom uch 
guiding w ith the lines. 
The most 
vicious and inexcusable style of driving 
is the m anner which so m any adopt, 
that is, w rapiiing the lines around their 
hands and qjiilliiig the horse backward 
w ith all their m ight and m ain, so that 
the horse, in point of fact, feeis the 
w eight back of nim w itu his m outh aud 
not with his breast aud shoulders. 'Jliis 
they do under the impre.«aioii tliat sueli 
a dead pull is needed iu order to steady 
;lie horse. The fact is, w ith rare excep­ 
tions, tliere should never beany pull on 
Che horse a t all. 
A steady pressure is 
allowable, probably advi.sable, but any- 
ihing beyond this has no jusiilieation 
111 nature o r reason. F'or nature sug­ 
gests the uciuosi freedom of action of 
llie head, body and lim bs, in order that 
the anim al may attain liie highest rate 
01 speed. 
In speeding a horse the lines 
need seldom be grasped in botii liaiids 
when the road is straight and tree from 
obstructions. The true way to drive is 
to let llie horse drive himself, the driver 
doing little but directing him 
and 
giving him that confidence w hich a 
horse gets him self only w hen he feeis 
that a guide and a friend is back of 
iiim. 


F o r the last five years I have not lost 
a cucum ber or melon vine, or a cabbage 
plant. Get a barrel w ith a few gallons 
of gas tar in it; pour ivater on the tar; 
alw ays have it ready wlien needed, ami 
wiieii the bugs appear give them a 
liberal d rink of the tar w ater from the 
g.irdcn sprinkler or otbertvise, and if it 
is tvashed off by rain and they return, 
give tlieiii anotlier dose. 
11 w ill also 
destroy tlie Colorado potato beetle, and 
frigl’ten the old long potato bug worse 
than a tlire.sliing with a brush. Five 
years ago this sum m er both kinds ap­ 
peared on iflj late potatoes, and I sprin- 
, kled them w ith tar w ater. T he next 
I day all the Colorado bugs that had not 
' been well protected from the sprinkling 
were dead, and ilie others, ihougli their 
name was Legion, were all gone, and 1 
have never seen one of lliem on the 
farm since. 
I am aware th at m any will 
look upon th is witti indifference because 
it is so cheap and aiiiiplo a rem edy. Such 
people should sutler both by their own 
and clieir neighbors’ bugs, as they fre­ 
quently do. 


AA'eeds.—“ A stern chase is a long 
one,” it Is said, and to the farm er who 
is badly beiiind w ith his w ork w hen the 
weeds require attention it is apt to be a 
hard struggle ail through the season. 
W’eeds are the farm er’s greatest enem y. 
If we allow tiiem to get the advantage 
of us DOW ive w ill hardly recover it 
during the busy season of haying, to 
which we are rapidly approaciiing. Let 
weeds get started and kill ihem a t once. 
Pursue this practice thorouglily for a 
few years, allow ing none to airiv e at 
m aturity, and the 'g ro u n d can be ren ­ 
dered alm ost entirely free from this 
pest. The soil on some piieces of ground 
has boconie so thoroughly filled w ith 
weed seeds th at it is impossible to keep 
them from badly in ju rin g a grow ing 
crop. H eavy clay land th at unfortu­ 
nately has got into this condition may 
with profit be sum m er fallowed. 
Plow 
oitens make as many w eetlsstart as pos­ 
sible, and tben kill them by repeatedly 
plow ing and thoroughly harrow ing tii'e 
ground.

D O M ESTIC. 


P a in tin g an d Iro n AiTork.—Accord­ 
ing to the Jliuilding News, the very best 
paint for iron-w ork is either the oxide 
of iron paint, know n as the Torbay, or 
the silicate oxide paint, both consisting 
of oxide of iron and silioious m atter, to 
which any color may be added and ap­ 
plied in the usual way. They can be 
applied even after the surface has com ­ 
menced to rust, as, from their nature, 
tliey amalgamate freely w ith the rust 
form ing an Im pervious coating to tlie 
surface, and yet sufficiently elastic to 
prevent cracking w hen the iron ex­ 
pands or contracts under variations of 
tem perature. Bitum inous or tar m ix­ 
tures tliinned w ith linseed oil, are well 
adapted for iron w ork, especially when 
tliey can be applied liot, to tlie heated 
surface of the m etal, so as to insure a 
firm adhesion by entering the pores. A 
m ixture of silicate oxide w ith tar also 
forms a good durable coating on iron 
not excelled in value in m any cases. 
AVhen iron-w ork is to be painted with 
ordinary lead paint, red lead should be 
used. The adlieslon of such a coating 
on iron-w ork can seldom be depended 
on, in consequence of the non-porous 
surface. 
T his is fu rth er prevented by 
the galvanic action th at sets iu between 
the iron and lead. Galvanizing, or cos.C- 
ing the surfave witli a preparation of 
zinc, is also frequently resorted to as a 
preservative. AVith ail such coatings, 
tlie surface is to be perfectly clean and 
free trom rust. 


T here is an objection to the common 
w ay of boiling eggs which people do 
not understand. 
J tis tiiis : The white, 
under three m inutes rapid cooking, be­ 
comes tougli and indigestible, while 
the yolk is left soft. AVheii properly 
cooked, 
the eggs 
are clone 
evenly 
through, like any other food. T his re­ 
sult may be obtained by putting the 
eggs into a dish w ith a cover, as a tin 
paii, and then pouring upon them boil­ 
ing w ater, tw o quarts or more to a dozen 
eggs and cover and set away from the 
stove for fifteen m inutes. The heat of 
the wafer cooks the eggs slowly, evenly 
and sufliciently, and to a jelly like con­ 
sistency, leaving tlie center or yolk 
harder tlian the w hite, and tlie egg 
tastes as much richer and nicer as a 
fresh egg, and no person will w ant to 
eat them boiled after having tried this 
method once. 


Stewed F r uit.—Alm ost 
any fruit 
well stewed may be given to cliildren, 
hilt some, from being too often repeated, 
will be declined by them . 
'I'his is 
often the case w ith slewed rhubarb, 
and it should therefore occasionally be 
mixed with other fru it. A tablespoon­ 
ful or two of raspberry or straw berry 
jam . aliitleorairge or lemon m arm alade, 
will raise the fiavor agreeably. R hubarb 
and apples are bust prepared for eating 
witli rice and m acaroni by gentle boil­ 
ing ill a ste'wpan uutil tender and 
tolerably d ry ; sugar to taste sliould 
tben be added, and stirred w ith the 
fruit over the fire for liveor ten minutes. 
In tlie ease of the acid in fru it being 
very strong, it is w ell, before adding 
the sugar, to put in a sniiill pinch of 
carbonate of soda; mucli less sugar need 
then be used.

K cxt iiiornirig 
knead it up stiif, w ork it for one Iiour— 
the longer you knead it the better tlie 
bread, let it rise again and kiicad it into 
lo.aves; it need be kneaded b u t very 
little this tim e; let rise, am! bake, 
if 
j'ou do not iiave good bread it is not 
your fault. 


F lat I kons.—In dam p w eather fiat 
irons, unles.s kept on the stove; are apt 
to gather m oisture, get rou ;ii, and some­ 
times ru sty ; and it is not well to keep 
them hot all the tim e, for a good many 
rea.«ou,s—they are liable to get kiioeked 
oU’and broken, and after a cvhile do not 
retain the heat as w ell, and tliey are in 
the way. 
If you occasionally m b the 
sm ootli'surfaces w ith a bit o f beeswax, 
and tlien rul) on a piece of cloth, they 
w ill alw ays keep b rig h t and smooth, li 
they do ever hajipeii to get wet, ami so 
rust, lay a little fine salt upon a smooth 
board and rub them over it quickly 
wliile hot. 


F rozen F ruit o rea-M.—One pound of 
fruit, one quart Of good fresh cream , 
sw eeten to taste, rub all through a tine 
sieve, place in a freezer; as it freezes 
scrape dow n from the sides like ice 
cream ; it m oulded in -fa n cy form s it 
m ust be first frozen then packed w ell 
in the forms, and repacked iu ice and 
salt, like the b egin n ing; place the forms 
in warm water for a m oment, so as to 
tarn out nicely. 


3Iead.—One gallon 
of w ater, one 
pound of loaf sugar, one-half ounce of 
race ginger, one lemon sliced, take out 
clie seeds, one teaspoon ful of yeast ; let 
it stand over n ig h t to ferm ent, tlien 
pour off w ithout .stirring; add to each 
bottle one raisiu ; cork tight. 


B est .Sponge Gake.—Ten egg.?, their 
w eight in sugar, h alf their w eight iu 
ffour. 
M ix tlie yolks, previousiy well 
beaten, witii tlie sugar to a cream beat 
white.? to a stiff froth, add flour last; 
and flavor as desired; bake iu a rquick 
oven.

BemarkaUe Autographic Process.—One 
of the most rem arkable autographic 
processes has recently been brought to 
notice By Prof- Sars of N orw ay. 
Ih e 
draw ing is done on common letter 
paper, w hich, on one side—where the 
draw ing is to be made—has been co.ated 
by means of a sponge, w ith a thin film 
of starch. B ut, us it is not well, for the 
shading, to use quite glossy paper. It is 
ail advantage to give i ta granulated 
surface by pressing it against a litho­ 
graphic stone. 
The next process is to 
fasten the paper to a sketching board, 
or a piece of pasteboard, and tlie draw ­ 
ing is then m ade by means of the litho­ 
graphic crayon. The paper is cut to 
the size intended for a full plate, and 
Che draw ings arranged in tho same 
order as t’ley w ill liave to appear in the 
printed plate; the method is tlie same 
as in common draw ing w ith lead pencil, 
or crayon, thougli the figures sliould 
first be sketched in outline on common 
paper, and then transferred to the pre­ 
pared paper in the 
usual m anner. 
VViien the plate Is finished to satisfac­ 
tion, it is transferred to a common 
smooth litliogriiphic stone thus: The 
back of the paper is moistened w ith 
water coiicaiiiiiig a sm all portion of 
nitric acid, and, after having been foi 
some tim e between moistened soft p rint­ 
ing paper, the plate is laid, face down­ 
ward, on the stone, w hich then for a 
moment is p u t in the press. To make 
more sure of it, the outside of the paper 
may be sliglitly rubbed w ith the finger; 
if then the paper be stripped oil’, the 
draw ing and the entire film of starcli 
ivill rem ain on tho stone, the figures 
being reversed. 
Now the stone is to be 
treated in the ordinary way, w ith gum 
ariibic and a weak etcliing, and w ill 
then be all ready for printing. 
The 
wliolo process of transferring the draw ­ 
ing from tlie paper to tlie stone is 
simule.

I f th e roots are v ery sh ort, it 
sh o w s th a t th ey h ave b een ca relessly 
ta k en from th e beds, an d tlie rootlets 
h a v e b een broken o il. A sh o r to r stubb y 
ro o t Is a lw a y s d etrim en ta l to th e p la n t, 
w h ile i f th e ro o t is lo n g and fib rou s, it 
is o f lit t le c o n seq u en ce w lie tlie r th e 
fo lia g e is sm a ll or sh o rt, p ro v id in g th a t 
it h as a deep g r ee n , v ig o ro u s app ear­ 
a n ce. 


W hite W ili.ow fok H edges.— A lar- 
m er in L a Salle cou n ty, Illin ois, gives 
the follow in g description o f the w hite 
w illow as used bj' him for hedges. 
A 
cu ttin g was planted b y m e in 1S4G, 
which is now over four and a half feet 
in diam eter. 
I t is steadily grow in g in 
favor in this v icin ity , where the first 
hedges o f it w ere made before 1S50, be­ 
in g specially adapted for use on w et 
soils, and by u sin g stakes live and a 
h a lf feet lon g, from one to three inches 
in diam eter, set 18 in ch es deep, a fence 
is ready for uso. 
True the yield of other crops grown 
under th e hedge is lessened, but the 
value o f a fence, the shelter afforded to 
grow in g crops, and th e great am ount 
o f poles furnislied every few years, 
m ake these hedges to a considerable ex ­ 
ten t on every prairie farm tiere, a ¡ray­ 
in g investm ent. 
'They are b ein g very 
gen erally 
planted 
as shelter 
belts 
around orchards and stockyards, givin g 
good satisfaction. 
A s a people it seems 
to me w e are apt to grudge trees and 
hedges the use o f lands for healthy 
grow th ; m any feel dissatisffed if tlicy 
cannot grow fu ll crops o f grain for an 
orchard. 
'Tlie w hite w illo w is one of 
the m ost valuable soft-wooded trees to 
plant for tim ber, especially oil w et 
soils, being com paratively durable, even 
for I'ence posts, if seasoned before set­ 
ting.

DOMES'TIC. 


In g r o w in g U a id s.—O ne of th e de­ 
served punishm ents w hich people suffer 
from tlie folly o f squeezing their feet 
into narrow shoes and boots is an in­ 
grow in g nail. T he follow in g treatm ent 
is recommended for its cu re: 
F irst get 
rid of tlio narrow shoe, so that the toe 
may be unconttned, and ttie nail allow ed 
to -recover its natural breadth, w hich, 
how ever, it does not do very quickly. 
'Then proceed to relieve the sore skin 
by tlie side of the nail o f its pressure, 
it is o f no use, liow ever, m erely to out 
aw ay the pressing nail even freely, and 
then to press a piece o f lin t under its 
edge, w hich is as painful as it is useless; 
for the n ail, if it Is not otherw ise 
m anaged, w ill drop, in the course o f a 
few days, upon tlie old spot, anu again 
render it “a n g ry .” 
'The proper treat­ 
m ent is th in n in g the w h ole length of 
tlie m iddle o f the nail, from its root to 
its end as much as possible, and tliis is 
best done by scraping it previously 
w itli the sharp edge of a piece o f glass, 
again and again, till the m iddle o f the 
nail is as thin as w ritin g paper, and 
ivili readily bend under the pressure of 
the finger nail. 'This is, at first, a rather 
painful operation, 
but the scraping 
m ust be done w ith a lig h t hand. 


B o ile d 
T o n g u e .—In 
choosing 
a 
tongue, ascertain how lon g it has been 
dried or pickled, and select one iviili a 
sm ooth skin, w hich denotes its being 
young and tender. 
If a dried one and 
ratlier liard, soak it at least for 12 hours 
previous to cooking it; if, liow ever, it 
it fresh from the pickie, tw o or tliree 
hours w ill be sufficient for it to remain 
in soak. P u t the tongue into a stew-pan 
w ith plenty o f cold water and a bunch 
of savory lierb s; let it gradually come 
to a boil, skim w ell, and sim m er very 
gen tly until tender. 
P eel off'tlie skin, 
gariiisli w ith tn lts of caulirtowers or 
Brusielfi sprouts, and servo.

A large 
uiisoaked tongue 3 to 3j-< hours; a sm all 
one 2 to 2 ^ hours. 


T h e C a r e o f K e r o s e n e L am ps.—F ew 
illuiniiiaiing substances produce a ligh t 
as steady and brilliant as kerosene oil, 
but ow in g to inattention to certain 
requisite points its fu ll brilliancy is 
rarely attained. 
The w ick , oil and all 
tlie appurtenances o f tlie lamp m ust be 
kept scruiiiilously clea n ; tlie burner 
polished; the chim ney not on lj'clean 
but bright and clear; the w ick cut 
square aero.ss w ith sharp scissors. Those 
lamps w hich arc m ade w ith im movable 
cupolas require especial care in cleaning 
and trim m ing. 
'The upper part o f a 
lamp frequently gets oily after standing 
for a tim e. 
'This may, in a m easure, be 
prevented liy cu ttin g a liolo in a piece 
of felt so as to lit exactly around the 
socket into which the burner is .screwed. 
Trim the felt so that it w ill be about 
one-half inch in width and place the 
ring on the socket. 
H ousekeepers dis­ 
regarding the above have, as a result, 
a tiame d u ll, yellow , sm oky, and lialf- 
iighted ap.artments at the same cost as 
tliose w ell lighted.

touched an yth in g u n til th e master o f 
the house or chief person had first tasted 
o f all the dishes. 
k m o n g the Germans every man sat by 
him self, on a particular scat, and a ta 
separate table. .Strabo says most of tiie 
Gauls took their m eals sittin g on rush 
beds or cushions. 
When a com pany 
could agree they sat down to supper in 
a circle. 
In the m iddle sat he tvho was 
reckoned m ost w orthy, either from ids 
rank or valor; and next to him 3vas 
placed the person who gave the enter­ 
tainm ent. 
Tlie others were arranged 
each according to his rank. 
Behind 
the guests stood some w hobore shields; 
a num ber o f .spearmen sat in a circle 
opposite to the others; and both took 
m eat 3Vith their lords. 
It w as the cus­ 
tom to put the bread, broken into m any 
pieces, on the table, avith flesh out of 
the caldron, of al! tvliich the king or 
ch ief flr.st tasted. 
Some would take 
lip w hole joints 3vith both hands, and 
tea rtliem in pieces w ith tlieir teeth; 
hilt if the flesh w ere loo tough, they 
avoulil cut it witli a 'Kiiife, avliich tvas 
kept in a sheath, in a certain place 
near at iiaiid. 
Boys served round the 
w ine, both righ t and left, in earthen 
or silver pots. The com pany drank very 
leisu rely, frequently tasting, iiut uot 


taking more than a ‘glassfu l.

Slipper, they som etim es engaged in a 
sw ord play, ch allen gin g each other to 
frien d ly com bat, in' w hich th e y (inly 
joined their extended hands and points 
of their sw ords, w ithout in ju ry,, but 
som etim es they began to fight in earn­ 
est, tvounding each other; In w hich 
case they becam e irritated, and if the 
others did not interfere they fought till 
death.

T he soft roads have 
been so cut up by 1% inch wagon tires, 
and these have been sunk so deeply in 
the m ud that in som e places travel has 
been -impossible for w eeks at a tim e. 
N ow it should be evident that a broad 
w h eel, that w ill not sink in the ground, 
Is o f m uch easier draft than »a. narrow 
one that cuts in tw o or three inches. 
The dillerenco in draft o f a narrow or a 
broad w h eel upon the hardest, sm ooth­ 
est road is unappreeiablo, and it is a 
m atter o f doubt if it is in favor o f the 
one or the other. 
T heoretically, there 
m ay be a ditterence to a sm all ex ten t in 
favor of the narrow tire, but as our 
roads are far from being hard or level, 
the difl'erence in draft w ill be decidedly 
in favor of broad tire. 
A load o f m an­

in a broad tired wagon, by a team that 
could not m ove it in one w ith narrow 
tires, . and the softer the ground the 
m ore ajjpareut w ill be the differonce in 
favor o f broad w heels.

Schm idt, h ow ever, b eing a pow erful 
m an, succeeded after receiving anotlicr 
severe bite or tw o, in seizin g theleopard 
by the throat w ith his riglit hand, and 
held it d ow n, in spite o f its dc.sperate 
stru ggles, for a few ininute.s, and u n til 
his strength was on the point of g iv in g 
w ay, w h en a H ottentot on tlie outside 
o f the ju n g le, w lioheard liiscries, came 
to the rescue aud .shot th e ferocious 
beast through tlicheart, sothatit.sde.ath 
was in sta iiu n eo u s. 
H ad an y life been 
left, its d y in g stiu g g les m ight have 
proved 
fatal to H r .; Schm idt. 
A s it 
was, he w as so lacerated that for several 
w eeks h is life w.as in the greatest dan­ 
ger. T h e H ottentot w ho tvas firstattack ' 
ed w as less severely w ounded, but h is 
face w as so m uch torn by the en em y’s 
balons that h is eyes wore filled w ith 
blood, and h e was unable to render 
an y aid to th e m issionary w lio had go 
gen erou sly com e to h is aid.

Iced 
soups and cold flsli are dainties to the 
Scaiiilinavian palate. 
M uclioftlie soup 
nauseously sweet,flavored w ith clierries 
,.'ispberries and gooseberries, often witii 
macaroon cakes and spikes of cinnam on 
U oatingw ildlj'about in it. Tliis is often 
as a sort of des.sert, and is cold and often 
beautifully clear. 
I f H eine bitterly 
reviled the E n glislt for bringing vege­ 
tables on Uie table an •nalwel tiiere is no 
sueli 
com pliiint to 
be 
made 
here. 
H eaven, eartti and hell are eaten with 
sauce—sauces red, w h ite and 
blue, 
green, yelloiv and black—sauces celes­ 
tial and sauces infernal.

binations o f ice cream lieaped over 
delicious apple tarts, or strange dislies 
o f berry juice boiled down and m ixed 
w ith farina, sugar and almond?, then 
cooled, moulded and turned out into 
basins o f cream , to be eaten w ith crush­ 
ed sugar and w ine, appear at the end of 
dinner.

ward and tlie learner hoisted upon it 
so that lii; feet ju st touch the horse’s 
back.

T he am using part 
is when the rider falls oil’ and remanía 
suspended, gasping, kicking, and vain­ 
ly striving to regain his position w hile 
revolving around after the horse. 


Better than all elaborate and costly 
apparatus for extin gu ish in g fires are 
constant care and w atclifulness, and 
quick and in telligen t action on the part 
o f those who first discover a fire in pro­ 
gress. 
The fire which at its beginning 
could be smothered w itli ap.icketliand- 
kercliief, or dashed out w ith a bucket 
of water, neglected a few hours, lays in 
waste m illions of dollars’ worth of proji- 
erty. 
Iftlie r e is any time in which a 
person slioulil be cool and calm, in jier- 
I’ect coramar.d of him self, it is w hen he 
discovers a fire tliat tlireatens the de 
itn iction o f life and property. 
The 
first iliirig to do is to learn precisely 
wliere it is; the second, to consider the 
cilancos of extin guish ing it. 
Of course 
in cities an alarm sliould at once be sent 
out, but at the same tim e a vigorous 
ifi'irt should be made to put out the fire 
w ith the means at band; for som etimes 
what llie fire-engine is unable to ac­ 
com plish wlicn it reaches tlie scene, can 
be done by one or two persons w ho act 
prom ptly before the flames liare had 
tim e to gain headway. 
F irst, then, do not be alarmed on ac­ 
count of sm oke. 
Frequently there is a 
great deal of smoke before the fire has 
made nuicli progress. Remember that 
one can pass through sm oke by keeping 
his Iicad near tlie floor, or by envelop­ 
ing it ill a w et woolen cloth. 
On en­ 
tering a room to riglitdown a fire single- 
handed, keep tlie door closed heliiiid, if 
possible. 
A pail o f water and a tin 
d ip per, in the hands o f a resolute per­ 
son , can be made to work a m iracle at 
the b egin n ing. 
If the fire has pro­ 
gressed too far to admit of this course, 
and it is necessary to depend entirely 
on outside help, then see to ittliatevery 
door and w indow is elosod. 
B y so do 
in g, wliere tliere is a fire-engine in the 
neigliborliood. It w ill often bo possible 
to confine the lire to one room. 
Every 
Iierson who slops at a hotel should take 
specia! pains before retiring to note the 
location of tlie stairw ays, so tiiat in case 
o f an alarm he can find liis way out, 
even tliough tlie halls are filled with 
sm oke. N ever leave a rooai where there 
is an alarm of tire w itiiout first securing 
a w et tow el, or, if possible, a w et sponge 
or pi. ce of woolen cloth tlirougli which 
tohreatlie. 
If escape by the stairs is 
cut oil', seek an outside w indow , and 
.stay there till help comes. 
Above all 
tilings he cool and have your w its about 
you. 
'Ylieii a lady’s dress takes fire, 
let lier fall on the floor at once, and call 
for lieiii, in ilie ii.eantime reaching for 
some rag or wrrtiieii eloth witli which to 
iinotlicr tlie flames. Tliere is nothing 
new in tliis advice. Iih as been repeated 
in one form or anotlier hundreds of 
lim e-, but it w ill bear repeating thou- 
sam ls of lime-s.

A general panic prevails all along the 
lines lifRailroad leading from the infec­ 
ted place, and the most stringent quaran­

Selma or Montgomery, and we sincerely 
hope it, may not.

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AGBICtnLTURE. 
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EIAT CTOTDBE fob FOTAtOB8:^MUC^l* 
has been published w ithin a few years 
on the subject o f hilling potatoes, and: 
by some tne flat culture system has been 
highly recom m ended. A t one tim e the 
argum ents brought out in its favor were 
so clear th a t I experim ented on the sy s­ 
tem, and th ere su lt was a very lean har­ 
vest of sm all potatoes. I have no doubt, 
however, of the sincerity of those who 
recommend th at mode of culture, which 
probably has been successful under the 
circum stances by w hich they were fa­ 
vored. 
B u tin farm ing, as in medicine, 
there are no fixed and positive rules of 
practice. I n m edicine, the constitution, 
habits and all other peculiarities are to, 
be understood in order to ap p ly , safe 
and efilcient remedies. So in farm ing, 
the n atu re and quality of the soil, and 
other conditions m ust be understood in 
order to insure successful practice. 
W hen the potato ro t flrsf appeared in 
this co'untry, thirty-five years ago, it 
■was soon discovered th atth e vines were 
flrst attacked on low grounds, subject 
to fogs, and th at the disease was worse 
on stilf, clam m y soils, enriched by fer­ 
m enting m anures. This induced far­ 
m ers to p lan t on lands high and dry, if 
the soil was very sandy so much the 
better, and to use m anures cooling in 
their nature. The result was a saving 
of the crop under such m anagem ent; 
w hile w here th e older system of plant­ 
ing low er fields o f more compact soil, 
aud feeding w ith heated m anures was 
continued, a failure from rot was the 
general consequence. 


EnuCATfON OFllORSKS.—Itis rem ark­ 
able th at in a country like America, 
w here the services of the horse are in so 
much dem and,, both for labor and for 
pleasure, so liclle should be known or 
attained tow ard his thorough educntion. 
T'hat the horse is susceptible'of a higli 
degree of train in g and culture, is evi­ 
dent, not only by the aslonisiiing feats- 
he perform s w ithin the arena of the 
circus, hu t also tlie great ease with 
which he can be made to modify Ins 
natural habits and itistincts to m eet tlio 
varied requirem ents of his occupation 
and surroundings. 
The w ild liorse of the barren steppes 
of JRussiaii T artary becomes, under tiie 
careful and peristant tutorage of the 
w arlike Cossack,the w onderfully active, 
intrepid and renow ned horse of the ir­ 
regular cavalry of the Don. The great 
enou. anee of the A rab horse under pri­ 
vation and fatigue, is due, not so much 
to any peculiarity of constitution, as to 
the system of training adopted to de­ 
velop these cliaracterisiics. So with the 
Toorky and semi A rab blooded horse, 
used by the Sihks and Afghans of Cen­ 
tral Asia—trained witli a special view 
to sw im m ing, their riders are enabled 
to plunge fearle.ssly into the rapid rivers 
of that country, confident th at their 
steeds w ill carry them in safety to the 
opposite bank.

Grafting W ax.—T his is the form ula 
for m aking L efart’s liquid grafting 
•wax. I t was kept a secret, and sold at 
a high price for a long time. AH who 
have used it speak of it as being tlie best 
preparation lor covering wounds in 
trees th at has ever been discovered: 
“ ile it 1 pound of common rosin over 
a gentle fire, add 1 ounce of beef tallow 
and stir w ell; cool a little and m ix w ith 
it a tablespoontul of spirits of turpen­ 
tine, ilien add seven ounces of i>5 per 
cent, alcohol. The alcohol will cool it 
so rapidly th at it w ill be necessary to 
p u t it again on the lire, stirrin g it oon- 
■stanily and w ith the utm ost care, to 
prevent the alcohol from getting in­ 
flamed. To avoid it, the best way is to 
remove it from the fire wlien the lump 
commences to m elt, and stir and repeat 
u n til the whole is a homogeneousmass, 
sim ilar to lioiicy. A fter a few days ex­ 
posure to the atniospliere it becomes as 
hard as stone and im pervious to water 
and air. 
I t should b e 'p u t on with a 
paint brush. 


H ow TO U se P aris Gb ees.—Tlie suc­ 
cess to w hich this m ineral can be used 
in destroying th e potato-beetle, slugs, 
the striped-bug, caterpiliar, &e., has 
made its use quite common of late 
years; bu t we fear that many persons 
do not handle it with th at care which 
•its poisonous nature demands. We have 
already heard w here its inhalation, 
w hile dusting th e vines and bushes 
w ith it, has been attended with serious, 
though not fatal ellect. D usting with 
it, the way it is generally done, from a 
hag or paper, or w ith the Iiands, is ex­ 
trem ely dangerous. 
W hen it is so ap­ 
plied, the bag or other appliance should 
be placed a t tlie end of a live-foot pole; 
and w hen used in this way the inhaling 
of any p art of th e m ineral is entirely 
guarded against. O f course when d i­ 
luted witli w ater this precaution is un- 
necessarv. 


TVhr Bees tVorK in tlie Dark. 


A lifetim e may be spent in investi­ 
gating the m ysteries hidden, in a bee­ 
hive, and still half o f the secrets would 
he undiscovered. 
The formation of the 
cells lias long been a celebrated problem 
for 
the m atliem atician, 
w hilst the 
changes which the honey undergoes of­ 
fer at least an equal interest to the 
ciiemist. 
E very knows wiiat honey 
fresh from the comb is like. It is a clr-ar, 
yellow syrup, w ithout a t.-ace of solid 
sugar in it. 
Upon straining, however, 
it gradually assumes a crystalline ap­ 
pearance—it candies .as the saying is,, 
and ultim ately becomes a solid mass of 
sugar. I t has no t been suspected that 
this change was due to a photographic 
action; tliat the same agent which alters 
the 
m olecular arrarigeraent of the 
iodide of silver on the excited collodion 
plate, and determ ines the formation of 
cam phor and iodine crystahs in abottie, 
causes the syrup honey to assume a 
crystalline form . T his, however, is the 
case. ilg r. Scheiber bas enclosed honey 
in stoppered flasks, some of -a-bich he 
has kept in perfect darkness, w hilst 
others liave been exposed to the light. 
The invar! able resu lt has been th at the 
sunned portion 
rapidly 
crystal lises, 
w hilst that kept in the dark remained 
perfectly liquid. 
W e now see w hy bees 
are so careful to w ork In tiie dark, and 
w hy they are so careful to obscure the 
glass w indow s w hich are sometimes 
placed in the.ir hives. The existence of 
th eir young depends on the liquidity of 
the saccharine food presented to them, 
and if lig h t w ere allowed access to tliis, 
the syrup would gradually acquire a 
m ore or Jess solid consistency; it would 
seal up the ceil, and in all probability 
prove fatal to the inm ates of the hive.

: Experiments in Ventilation.— 
venti­ 
lation' produced in apartm ents by fire­ 
places has been made the subject of 
some-valuable experim ents at the Oon- 
versatolre des A rts et M etiers, Paris— 
these investigations showing, w ith sufli- 
cient corioluslvoiieBS, th at nearly-the 
whole of the w arm th produced by com- 
biistiblea in a room is carried off through 
the chim ney, and the only useful part of 
it Is obtained by radiation. The apart­ 
m ent in w hich these experim ents were 
made was one capable of being heated 
at pleasure, either by a fire la the fire­ 
place or by a m outh of the calorifere of 
the establishm ent, and the aim was to 
flrst ascertain the volume of air eva- 
cuated.tothe fireplaceby them ere action 
of the difference of tem perature-be- 
tw een the outer and inner atm osphere. 
This natural ventilation was found to 
be, on an average, four hundred cubic 
m eters of air per hour, when the outer 
tem perature was between 35 3 and 50 
E ah., and the in n er tem perature be­ 
tween 64 4 and 71.6—hence the ap art­ 
m ent was sufiieiently ventilated by the 
mere aspiration of the cliimney. F u rth er 
experim ents showed th at the m outh of 
the calorifere introduced one hundred 
andflf ty cubic luetefs of air at sixty-eight 
degrees Fah. per hour, when tlie tem­ 
perature of the calorifere was between 
one hundred and fifty-eight and two 
hundred and tw elve degrees; but, when 
the tcm peratuee o f the calorifere was 
forty-five degrees, it only furnished one 
hundred and tw enty-three cubic meters. 
The quantity of air thus introduced 
througli the interstices of two windows 
and tw o doors was found to be two 
hundred and forty-six cubic m eters per 
hour. 
The fireplace drew from twelve 
hundred 
to thirteen hundred cubic 
m eters of air per hour, the am ount of 
wood consumed in that length of time 
being 8.26 kilogrammes per liour. 


W- J. Miller has been eouduoting ex­ 
perim ents th at have led to results which 
may be turned to practical purposes. 
He found that, w ithout Che use of elec­ 
tricity, if two copiier wiaes provided 
with moutti and ear pieces be attached 
to a th ird wire 150 yards long, and 
stretched on poles, hreatliing, singing 
or spcakingat the transm itting terminal 
can be distinctly heard at the receiving 
term inal. 
M’ires extending tlirough a 
house—stretched tig h t, however—and 
provided w ith m outh and ear pieces in 
the several rooms, lurnisheu means 
whereby conversation could be carried 
on witliouc dlfiiculty. Thick wires con­ 
veyed the sound better than slender 
ones. Perliaps sim ple .appliances like 
these may be made to supersede at least 
the som ewhat lilcliy and rather expen­ 
sive system of speaking tubes wliicti are 
tolerated for convenience sake in Houses 
and factories at present. 


The Uses of Chloroform.—The dele­ 
terious and olten fatal results of tlie use 
of cliloroform w ith persons of weak 
hearts has stim ulated efl'ort to obviate 
the danger. The latest and most suc­ 
cessful treatm ent of such cases is that 
suggested 
by Professor Occliini, of 
liaples, who recommends the inspira­ 
tion of ammoniacal vapor previous to 
the inhalation of chloroform. 
Tiie 
theory advanced by the P i ofe.ssor is tiiac 
Che stim ulant action of the ammonia on 
tlie nervous and vascular systems will 
more tlian counter-balance the depress­ 
ing influence of ttie anmsthetic. 


The nitrate of lead is now recom­ 
mended in tlie medical journals as 
scarcely second to any other substance, 
in point of cheapness and efticacy, as u 
deodorizer. To prepare it for use it is 
sim ply necessary to take, for ordinary 
purposes, h alf a drachm of the nitrate, 
dissolve it in a p int or more of boiling 
water, dissolve about two draeliins oi 
common salt in a pail of tvater, pour tlie 
two solutions together, and allow the 
sediment to .settle. 
To purify and 
sweeten afecidaimo.spliere itumediately 
dip a elotli in the Jiryuid and hang it up 
in tlie apartm ent. 


La MaturesayR th at a Frencli inventor 
has recently proposed a perpetual clock 
based on the difl'erencc of acmosplieric 
tem perature by day and by night. The 
heat of day causes a liquid to rise into 
a reservoir, w hence it tails by gravity, 
so operating the mechanism. 
This is a 
very old idea. M ore tlian tw enty year.-; 
ago we saw a form of perpetual clock 
which was wound the by diurnal rise 
and fall of a c-oiumn of oil. 


TUe Camplior Tree. 


The tree from wliicli camplior is ob­ 
tained belongs to the fam ily of gutti- 
ferous productions, 
f t grows ahuu- 
dantly in the forests of Sum atra aud 
Borneo. J t is one tlie strongest and lof­ 
tiest trees of lliose countries. 
Its bark 
is of a brow nish h u e ; its leaves resem ­ 
ble tho.se of the cam phor tree of.fapian : 
it.s leaves and seed.s send forth 
a 
powerful smell resem bling that of tn r- 
j>entine. 
The trunk can attain a diam ­ 
eter of from six to seven feet. 
IVhen 
the tree lias attained the .size of .a pop­ 
lar, whicli is seven o r eight years old, 
it yields cam plior, bu t in sm all qnanti- 
tie.s. 
Before tli.at age it produces only 
a thick oil, w liicli,according tlic inhab- 
itanns of the.se countries, is tlie first 
state through wliic-h the t-amnhor pas- 
.-;cs. 
Tlierc i.= no way of exactly recog­ 
nizing the trees wliicli contain the one 
or tlic other.s of tliose substances. Xev- 
erthcless, when old trees are pierced 
cam phor is invari.abiy found. 
It is us­ 
ually m et wicli in hollow s, very close 
to the iicart, exactly- as resin is m et 
v-ith in other trees. 
Tiiese hollow s or 
pockets would seem, by the irregnlari- 
tj' of their form , by th eir extent and 
by their volume, to be rath er a diseased 
afieccion peculiar to the tree than a 
natural property; b u t this is not the 
case. T he m anner of procuring this 
reiirions .substance consists in sounding 
the trees by- means of a deep incision at 
their base, and going nearly as far in 
as the heart. 
If nothing but oil Hows 
out the tree is im m ediately abandoned, 
because, as already stated, a t th e end 
of seven or eight years it yields cam­ 
phor. 
As m any .as tw enty or th irty 
trees,som etim es m ore, are tlius mittil.a- 
ted before a tree containing the m at­ 
ter sought for is found. E very tree 
is supposed to contain camphor i? tu t 
down, then divided into pieces from 
one to tw o inclie.s in length, then 
trav erseir cleft into tw o or four parts, 
to obtain the cam phor. 
The am ount 
yielded by a tree of m iddle size is from 
five to six kilogr.ammes. M o.stof the 
cam phor which circulates in commerce 
comes to us from .J.apan or China, 
f t is 
procured from the Laitrus Camphora. 
ft is obtained by ou;ting the wood into 
chips which is then subm itted to the 
action of iie.at. 
The great therapeutic 
power of cam phor, know n by Raspail, 
famous as a chem ist, physician, and 
political m artyr, justifies us in giving 
it a high and honorable place am ong 
hygienic agencies. 


BOM ESTIC. 


Uses o f S ta le B re ad .—Make Dress­ 
ing for Meat—Crumb it fine; tu rn hot 
broth over it; season, add butter, and a 
well-beaten egg, or more, according to 
quantity. Make Bread Pudding—Soak 
two hours in sweet milk, tlien beat 
eggs, sugar and spices, and hake. 
I 
sometimes add fru it. Make B iscuit— 
Soak over night in sour m ilk; mash 
fine w ith the hand; m ix in your biscuit 
for breakfast, adding salt, -lard and 
soda. They are better tlian w ithout 
the stale bread. Make Pancakes or 
Gems—Soak over n ig h t In sour m ilk; 
add well-beaten eggs, flour, corn meal, 
or Graham flour to make a baiter; add 
soda and salt, and bake on a griddle, or 
in gem-pahs. Crum b fine and put them 
In the next omelet you make. Toast 
your bread. 
Set a pan of milk on the 
stove, but do not remove the cream from 
it;' add butter and salt; dip the bread 
in this, and send to the table tor supper 
or teal Crumb fine, and p ut in your 
tomatoes wlieu you are stew ing them . 


- V ermik of all kinds are very w illing 
to move in w ith the first occupant of a 
new house; and rats and mice begin to 
build their new homes w ithout asking 
leave. 
Carbolic powder or red pepper, 
or both, put in w ith the first coat of 
m ortar will do much tow ard keeping 
these nuisances at a respectful disiance. 
Clotlia or paper rolled in powdered red 
pepper, and some filled w ith potash, 
will give a warm er salutation than they 
will find agreeable, 
ff used plentifully 
in any spot wliere tliese agents can he 
employed, and if, after a mistress is 
establislied in a house, a suitable degree 
of watchfulness is m aintained, we do 
not think there is danger of molesta­ 
tion from tticse intruders. 
But the 
carpenters, bricklayers, and plumbers 
m ust be responsible for tlie first and 
im portant 
step—namely, 
combining 
these safeguards w ith the m ortar and 
plaster. 


A lm ond 
B ice 
Poddi.vo. — Wash 
tw elve ounces of rice ■dini put into ii 
stew pan with little more than one 
quart of m ilk; eight ounces of sugar; 
lour ounces 01 butter; four ounces ol 
almonds blanched and pounded; add a 
little salt and boil verugentli/on the back 
of the range until the milk Inis become 
absorbed by the rice; remove from the 
lire and when cool m ix in the yolks 
and w hites—beaten separately—of four 
eggs; blanch and split into halties four 
ounces more of 
almonds 
and stew 
c-quaiiy over the Inside of a mold pre 
viously buttered ; pour in tiie rice and 
bake for one hour and a half. Turn 
out and serve with any kind of preserve 
around the base. 


E gg Oint.vent.—T he oil 
obtained 
from the yoiks of eggs is credited with 
wonderful healing properties in ca;es 
of cuts, bruises and the like, by some 
of the E astern nations. The eggs are 
first boiled liard, w hen the yolk is 
easily removed. Crushed and carefully 
stirred over a hot lire, tlie oil separates, 
when it is ready for use.

T he a ir we b reathe is made up o f n itro ­ 
gen and ox y g en , tw o d istin ct elem ents, 
ill tlie proportion o f four parts of n itro ­ 
gen to one of o.xjgen. 
In resp iratio n 
th e n itro g en U tin ow n out o fth e lungs, 
bu t the oxygen is aiosorbed into th e 
blood, w liere it form s a chem ical union 
w ith th e carbonaceous m atter wlilch it 
finds th ere, and the re.sult is the produc­ 
tion of earhonic acid gasy w hich is e x ­ 
haled w ith th e breath . 
D r. P rie stly , the discoverer of oxygen 
as a d istin ct elem an taiid tlie life-giving 
p rin cip le of tlie atm osphere, called it 
vital a ir ,” as it w as know n by this 
nam e for m any years.

in the body is to p u rify and rev itaü ze 
the blood, and ti:.e process by w hich 
this is done is as follow s:

H ere this blood, dark 
and im pure from being loaded w ith a

H ere it im m ediately 
form s a chem ical union w ith the car­ 
bon w liieh it finds in th e blood, thus 
g e n e ra tin g carbonic acid g as; and this 
gas passes as re.adily th ro u g h the sam e 
m em brane to be exhaled w ith tlie breath 
as tlie oxygen did in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
'The hlood is tluis relieved of its 
im purities, and is left of a b rig tit crim ­ 
son color. 
In th is state it is retu rn ed 
to the oth er h alf of tlio lieart, to be .again 
sent on its life and health df.spensiiig 
round. 
A gain it is re tu rn e d to the 
lungs loaded w ith m ore im p u rities, 
th us ever com pleting the circle o f life. 
N ow , it can readily he seen th a t if 
from an y cause we gel an insufiicient 
supply o f oxygon, the blood cannot he 
intii-eiy relieved of its im purities, and 
w ill be sen t to the arteries in an unhoal- 
:hy condition. 
On its re tu rn to the 
lungs, charged w ith a new supply of 
Darbon, it does not find enougl: oxygen 
there to dissolve it en tirely o u t and so 
retu rn s to die heartw itli a .slight increase 
tn tlie m easure of its im p u rity , and 
igain m akes its round through the body. 
Unless som etliing he done to increase 
tlie supply of oxygen to th e lu n g s, it is 
clear ou r bodies m ust in tim e becom e 
overcharged w ith the -carbon o f ou r 
w crn -o u t tissues, and the blood serious­ 
ly poisoned.

T liat from m ain’ causes in cid en t to our 
indoor U vesand sedentary h ab its, and to 
Diir repres.scd modes of bnrnthiiig, suffl- 
cienl oxygen to purify th e blood is not 
ilw ay s taken, is a fact w ell kn o w n to 
physicians. 
'Tliis is found to be one of 
the m ost fru itfu l causes o f depressed 
vitalicyand conscqucntim paired health, 
and unless an occasional larg e r supply 
of oxygen is obtained by persons w ho 
fall into these vicious modes o f re sp ira ­ 
tion freedom from some form o f disease 
is inipo-ssible. 
E v er since tlie discovery o f oxygen, 
and a know ledge of its special use in 
the anim al econom y, iihysieians and 
chem ists have, m atiirally enough, looked 
to it as tlie m eans by w hich v itality 
m ight be restored w hen lost by disease;

'The U nited S tates Com m ission w hich 
w as organized lor tlie purpose of iiives- 
tig.ating tlie subject of insect ravages in 
the W est, and of devising a rem edy for 
the ev il, h as finished its U eld-labors for 
the y ear. 
A m ong o th er in te re stin g questions to 
be treated of in tlie rep o rt, th e m ig ra­ 
to ry habits of th e locust w ill be de­ 
scribed, show ing th a t, like inaiii’ sp e­ 
cies of b ird s, tliese insects jo u rn ey at 
certain fixed seasons so u th w a rd , and at 
o en a iu o th er seasons re tu rn to the place 
of th e ir o rig in . 
'These m ig ratio n s be­ 
ing foreseen, steps m ay be taken to 
pro tect from th e ir ravages tlie fields 
w hich lie u n d e r th e ir lin e of flight,. 
M any m ethods of accom plishing this 
are sug g ested , som e o f tlie m ost effect­ 
ive o f w hich are th e d irect fru it of th e 
researches and ex p erim en ts m ade by 
this C om m ission. 
I t is show n th a t the 
destru ctiv e propensities of these pests 
can, by tim ely p recautions, be praeti- 
caliy n eu tralized . 
T he definite lim its, 
beyond w liieh th e locusts have n o t v en ­ 
tu red , are ca re fu lii' fixed, and th e crops 
w hich are m ost liab le to d estru ctio n , 
and th e best m ethods of p rocedure, w ith 
regard to Che protection o f each, are 
specifically g iven. 
'The in sects’ feed ­ 
ing 
liabits 
are 
treated 
a t 
great 
len g th , and furm an in terestin g feature 
o f th e rep o rt. 
'The ex am in atio n o f tho 
stomacli.s of m ore th a n n in ety species 
and 690 specim ens w ere m.aiie w ith 
special referen ce to tliis su lje c c , and 
th e v alu e h ith e rto placed on ttiese aids 
by entom ologists is fu lly sustained by 
the resu lts now arriv ed at. 
A m ong the 
d.seoveries niade by th e C om m ission, 
chose re la tin g to the nabits o f th e silky 
m ite and o f th e b lister beetles, w ill be 
o f 
in te re st 
to 
entom ologists. 
T lie 
form er 
is an eight- legged 
c reatu re 
w liich p rey s on th e locust eggs. 
It is 
proved to be th e m atu re form of the 
little six-legged m ite, w hich Is parasitic 
to th e locust. 
O f th e larval habits of 
the b lister beetle n o th in g has Iiereto- 
fore 
been k n o w n , 
n o tw ith stan d in g 
the atten tio n o f scientific m en lias been 
directed to th e m atter for m any years, 
both on aoconnt o f its value in com ­ 
m erce u n d e r th e nam e o f tiie Spanish 
fly, and o f th e in ju ry it eause.s to p o ta­ 
toes and som e o th er p lan ts. M any facts 
of in te re st w itii reg ard to th e o rig in 
and hab its o f tills in sect have been d is­ 
covered and w ill be m ade th e su b je ct of 
a ch ap ter in the re p o rt.

A G R IC U l-TÜ K B , 


Stacking Corn F odder. — I have 
practiced stacking fodder for tw enty 
years—never had any spoil, and after 
try in g various ways, th in k it decidedly 
preterable to all other inodes, because 
first, none b ut the butts, th e w orthless 
I>ortion, are exposed to th e bleaching 
rains o f w inter, and second, because a 
larger quantity can be placed close by 
tbe feeding ^dace th an by any other 
w ay. 1 p u t usually fifty shocks of one 
h u n d red hills each in a stack. 
A few 
sticks are placed on the ground to raise 
th e centre of th e stack. The centre 
m ust be kept up sufficiently to shed 
ra in from the butts th roughout th e 
stack. T he stack m ust be made of such 
diam eter only as to allow the tops of 
bundles to lap, and thus keep up the 
centre, a single row of bundles only 
form ing th e circle. The finishing of 
the stack should be in form sim ilar to 
an ordinary lOO-hill shock, and be well 
tied w ith a band. I feed only four head 
o f cattle from such a stack,'and never 
h ad any damaged by ra in ; only one 
Course appears to get dam p, and the 
cattle prefbr it In th at condition. 
If a 
snow -storm occurs, o r a sleet-storm , or 
a very heavy rain, I im m ediately re­ 
move one entire course, and set on end 
a ll not fed. 
1 feed in th e ordinary box 
m anger, alw ays in th e stable, being 
p articn lar to have the butts of bundles 
placed in the bottom o f the m anger. 
N one is ever wasted—not even a busk. 
T he stalks rem aining are throw n under 
th e cows, and maUe good bedding, 
alw ays keeping them clean. 


F armers are slow to learn the value 
of carrots for horses. They are so n u ­ 
tritious th at livery stable men feed out 
large quantities of them to th eir horses 
insceaU of g rain . F our quarts of oats 
and the sam e o f carrots are considered 
as good for a horse as eight quarts of 
oats; and horses Chat are not worked 
m uch w ill keep In good condition on 
hay and carrots only. 
A few small po­ 
tatoes are also very good for a horse, 
especially to give him a sm ooth, glossy 
coat. The farm er who has no carrots, 
beets or tu rn ip s for his stock when 
w inter approaches, has made a serious 
m istake. 
In E ngland, w here land is 
dear, the farm ers grow im m ense crops 
of beets to feed out in w in ter; and if 
profitable there, w hy not here? P ro b ­ 
ably the m ost easily raised, most p ro ­ 
ductive and most profitable root crop of 
this country is some of th e varieties of 
beets, so.me of w hich grow from eigh­ 
teen to tw enty-four inches long, and 
yield a thousand bushels to the acre, if 
the land is highly m anured; but the 
best way to grow them is to grow a crop 
of potatoes the previous year on the old 
land, witli a heavy application of m an­ 
ure, and w ith no m anure the year the 
beets are grow n, and there will be but 
few weeds, if the land was kept clean 
th e year before.

A shes as Cattle F eed.—A n exchange 
says: 
“ One of our substantial sub­ 
scribers, in a recent conversation, gave 
his experience in treating stock afiected 
w ith the habit of eating wood, bones, 
etc. 
His cattle were one spring affected 
In this w ay; they became thin in llesh, 
refused to e ath ay an d presented a sickly 
appearance. 
He p u t about four bushels 
o f leached ashes in his barnyard and 
threw out to them a shovelful each day. 
They all ate it w ith evident relish. 
A lter tu rn in g them out to pasture he 
pu t one peck o f dry ashes per week on 
the ground in the pasture. 
They ate it 
all up and gnaw ed off the grass where 
it had been lying. T he cattle began to 
im prove, gaining flesh and looking bet­ 
ter than they had for several years. He 
notv gives one q u art of ashes, mixed 
w ith the same quantity of salt, to twelve 
head of cattle, once a week, and finds it 
agrees w ith them w onderfully. 


Millet.—I n the absence o f anything 
th at has yet come to hand in regard to 
the best soil for m diet, and piroper depth 
for p lanting, we compile the folJowing: 
A bushel of seed, if sown broadcast, in 
d rills; tw o or three pecks is th e proper 
quantity for an acre. 
The ground 
should 
be previously m anured and 
plowed, then sow the seed and harrow , 
taking care not to cover tlie seed too 
deeply. 
M erely to cover them is suffi­ 
cien t; never get them over tw o inches 
deep. 
Sow any tim e in A p ril for the 
first crop, and in Ju ly for the second. 
A ny land adapted to w heat w ill make 
good m illet. The yield per acre, under 
favorable conditions, is from three to 
five tons. 


M b. T . B ains, who has given m uch 
experim ental aiteution to the m atter, 
says th a t “ seeds undoubtedly keep bet­ 
ter in the capsules in w hich they are 
grow n than shelled or threshed out,” 
and he fu rth er says chat “ all extrem es 
of heat or cold should be avoided; nei- 
tlier should th e place w here they are 
stored be dam p, nor tbe opposite, too 
d ry .” 


H alter P ullino.—T ake a half-inch 
rope, nothing ueavier, tw elve or fifteen 
feet long and m ake a loop in one er.d 
about the shape of a harness crupper; 
slip the tail through the te rrit o f the 
back pad, thence to th e h a m e o r bit- 
rin g ; then hitch your horse and let him 
p uli. 
One p ull of the mil will be sufB 
oieiii, o rcw o a t Che most. 
Few horses 
can be made to pull alter a few trials of 
the tail hitch. 


A Kecipe to be .lliserable. 


The best recipe we know , if you want 
to be nii-senihle, is to th in k about your­ 
self, how much you have lost, how 
much yon have h o t m ade, and the poor 
prospect for the future.

JPreventing tJie Curdling o f Milk hy Oil 
of Mustard.—^I'he observation of Sohalbe 
th at the addition of a single drop of oil 
of m ustard to 3Ü8 grains of m ilk w ill 
prevent its curdling for weeks has been 
fully confirmed by Vogel by exhausted 
com parative experim ents w ltli fresh 
m ilk, w ith and w ithout oil of m ustard, 
including the determ ination, from time 
to tim e, of the am ount o f lactic acid 
present, from which it also appears that 
this effect of oil of m ustard is due to a 
retarding action upon the form ation of 
lactic acid, its form ation being also 
alm ost entirely prevented during the 
first eleven days, and the am ount pre­ 
sent fourteen days later being only one 
seventh of that in m ilk not so treated. 
Oil of b itter almonds and oil of cinna­ 
mon w ere found to have a siioiler effect 
but far less in degree, w hile oil of 
turpentine, oil of cloves, benzine, car­ 
bolic acid, bisulphide of carbon and sul­ 
phuretted hydrogen were alm ost w ith­ 
out effect, at least w hen used in the 
proportion given for oil of m ustard. 
T he additional statem ent by Schalbe 
tliatcaselne was converted into albumen 
by the addltion.of oil of m ustard, and 
the suggestion th at clieap m ethod for 
the m anufacture of album en m ight be 
based upon this fact, w ere not fully 
sustained by th e experim ents of Vogei, 
since the u ilk thus treated did not 
alw ays coagulate on boiling. 


The Turkish Bai/i.—D r. Flem ing, of 
Glasgow, has presented to the B ritish 
Medical Association an account of some 
experim ents by the author upon h im ­ 
self, with a view to ascertain the effect 
of the T urkish bath, at the tem peratures 
of from 130 to 170 deg. P ah., upon the 
w eight, tom peiature, p.ilse, respiration 
and secretions. 
The results showed 
that the im m ersion of the body in hot, 
dry air produced loss of w eight to an 
extent considerably greater than normal 
am ounting, on the average, to the rate 
of about fo rty ounces an hour. This 
was accompanied by an increase in the 
tem perature of the body and a rise in 
the pulse rate, w ith at first a fall and 
then a rise in the rapidity of respiration. 
The cm ount of solids secreted by tlie 
kidneys was increased, and, coineident- 
ly, the am ount of urea. T hesw eat con­ 
tained a quantity of solid m atter in 
solution, and among other tilings, a 
considerable am ountof urea. 
T hem ost 
im portaut efl'ect of the bath, however, 
was the stim ulation of the em unctory 
action o f the skin. By .his m eans, the 
tissues oould, as it w ere, he washed by 
passing w ater 
through 
them 
from 
w itliin out. 
The increased tem perature 
and pulse rate pointed to tlie necessity 
of caution in the use of the hath when 
the circulatory system was diseased. 


What is Meat Lightningy—The flashes 
of lightning 01 ten observed on a sum m er 
evening, unaccompanied by thunder, 
and popularly known as “ heat liglit- 
ning,” ’ are m erely the lig h t from dis­ 
charges of electricity from an ordinary 
thunder-cloud, beneath the horizon of 
the observer, reflected from clouds, or 
perhaps from the a ir itself, as in the 
cases of tw lliglit. M r. Brooks, one of 
the directors of the telegraph line be­ 
tween P ittsburgh and Pliiladeiphia, in ­ 
forms us th at on one occasion, to 
satisfy him self on this point, he asked 
for Inform ation from a distant operator 
d uring appearance of flashes o f tliis 
kind in tlie d istant horizon, and learned 
th at they proceeded from a th u n d er­ 
storm tlien rag in g two hundred and 
fifty miles eastw ard of his place of ob­ 
servation. 


Tire 
Proof Writing 
Paper. — Two 
Spanish genileiiien, of Salamanca, have 
ju st obtained a patent in Spain for 
m aking w ritin g paper incom bustible. 
The experim ents are said to have been 
very satisfactory. 
The paper w ill not 
burn no m atter w hat may be the in­ 
tensity of the heat applied. 
A single 
sheet subm itted to the direct action of a 
flame w ill carbonize but does not take 
tire. I f a roll of prepared paper is 
is placed in the hottest fire the outside 
leaves w ill carbonize the edges for a 
short depth, bu t the interior rem ains 
unaltered, the w ritin g or p rim in g being 
perfectly legible. T he cheapness of tlie 
preparation makes it accessible to every 
purpose iu w hich paper is used. 


M. Cites, finding that natron, or 
natural carbonate of soda, may be arti- 
licially produced by the action of car­ 
bonate of m agnesia on chloride of 
sodium atordiiiary tem peratures, be­ 
lieves th at tlie same thing may occur in 
nature, and, if it doos, it would explain 
not only the production of natron, but 
the large quautity of chloride o f mag­ 
nesium held in solution in the w ater of 
salt lakes. 


Some lapidaries a t Bois-le-Duc dis­ 
covered a m ethod of carbonizing com­ 
mon glass, rendering it opaque, capable 
o f being so cut and polislied as to re­ 
sem ble Che Brazilian diam onds. 
Glass 
so treated is frequently sold as genuine 
diam onds. T he spurious stones cannot 
be detected by tb e v.-ater test. 
If a tile, 
however be passed over tlie im itation 
gem, the surface is soon destroyed, Tlie 
file has no efl'ect w hatever on the real 
diam ond. 


Tbe ErelgUt Drakeman, 


H e lives amid peril. 
From the mo­ 
m ent the engineer w histles up brakes 
u n til he calls for them dov.-n—from the 
tim e he steps upon his train u n til he 
leaves, h e is subjected to perils and 
hardships such as no class of men in tlie 
world ever endure. T he sailor before 
the m ast Is indebted to ship-builders 
for a t least a little thought in provi­ 
ding for h is safety. N o ship is ever 
launched until it is ascertained to be 
seaw o rth y ; and how ever some ship­ 
m asters m ay neglect th e means of pro­ 
viding for the Safety of crews, all m ari­ 
tim e nations have enacted 
law s to 
insure these precautions. B ut in tlie 
case o f the 
freig h t 
brakem an 
and 
“ freight crew s” generally, th e law ­ 
m aker has never deigned to devote a 
th ought. E ailroad companies have no 
restrictions placed upon them as to af­ 
fording these m en any facilities for the 
perform ance of th e ir d u ty ; th e cars are 
not constructed to facilitate their labors 
-=-we have never heard of any im prove­ 
m ent designed expressly for tbe benefit 
of a train hand—of no “ platform ” con­ 
structed for n ig h t use—o f no car top so 
.arranged as to aftord him a safe footing 
—of no brake th a t w ill enable him to 
w ork w ith ease. 
A ll “ patents” on 
freig h t cars arc designed to extend th eir 
capacity or clieapen th etr construction. 
T he m ere m atter o f a freight brakem an, 
conductor or flagman is of no account. 
If one is kilied the company can supply 
his place w ith o u tco st; buuif aphatform 
is broken, a c a r w recked, itcostsm oney 
to rep air or replace it. 
In w in tei’s 
storm , sum m er’s heat, tbe flash o flig h t- 
nin g , the roar of th u n d er, the how l of 
storm , it is all th e same w ith th e brake­ 
m an—he m ust stand firm w hen the shrill 
w histle calls to action. 


D O M E S T IC . 


To broil a steak, to m ake a cup of 
coft'ee, CO bake a loaf of bread, w hite or 
brown—these are the three foundation 
pillars of all good cookery. The history 
of civilisation, civilized cookery as well, 
passes from sim plicity into floridness, 
and from floriUness 
into simplicity 
again; but it is the sim plicity of true 
art. 
One kind of rightly cooked meat, 
vegetables ditto, tw o or three dainty 
little side dishes, and a pyramid of per­ 
fect, luscieus fru it—no one who really 
knew the tru e art of enjoying his food 
would accept anything more. 
And he 
would have a different round of dishes 
every day for a week, because tliere 
would bo so much to choose from. 
One 
will be surprised, w hen he stops to re­ 
call the hospitable mansions in which 
he has breakfasted a t different times, to 
think how few of th e people broil their 
steak instead of frying it, steeped the 
coffee instead of boiling it, and had 
wholesome home m ade bre.id. These 
benevolent ladies who are form ing them ­ 
selves into associations to kindly lielp 
and guide 
friendless and untrained 
young women, would confer a favor 
and untold benefit on hum anity if they 
would first teach themselves and then 
tbe untrained young women, how to 
cook a beafsteak aud make coffee and 
bread as it should be done. Eetiiied 
ana dainty table m anners are an indls- 
peuslble elem ent of the fine art of eat­ 
ing—eating being an operation which 
is not superlatively pretty to look at, at 
th e b e s t . ____________ 


P each P reserves-—P are and stone 
your fru it .and cut in halves; weigh It, 
and allow one pound of sugar to one 
pound of fru it; crack peach stones, ex 
tract the kernels aud put a few iuio 
your syrup (for flavoring) while cook­ 
ing. 
P u t a layer of sugar in the kettle 
first, then a layer of fruit, and so on 
u ntil all is used ; set where it will warm 
slowly until the sugar is melted and 
the fru it hot th ro u g h ; boil steadily 
until the peaches are tender and c le ar; 
take out w ith a perforated skimmer and 
lay on large flat dishes, crow ding as 
little as possible. Boil the syrup al­ 
m ost to a jelly—tliat is, clear and thick, 
and skim ; fill your jars tw o-thirds full 
o f the fruit, pour on llie boiling syrup 
and when cold cover with brandy tissue 
paper, then w ith cloth, lastly with 
thick paper tied tightly over them . Tlie 
peaches sliould be ready to lake oli'after 
h alfati hour boiling; tiie syrup boils 
filteeii m inutes longer ; stir often to let 
the scum riso, and -skim. 


To Bottle G reen Gooskberriks for 
T arts.—Cu t off the tops and tails ol 
some gooseberries, , which have not ob­ 
tained their full grow th, and put them 
into wide-necked bottles which have 
been well washed and dried. Cork 
them loosely, and set them in a pan of 
bold w ater, which should be brought lo 
coil very gradually. Leave the goose­ 
berries to siuimer unlil they assume a 
shrunken appearance, then cake the 
bottle out. 
If they are not full, take 
the contents of one bottle to fill up the 
lest, and pour sufficient boiling water 
into the bottles to cover the goose­ 
berries. 
Cork the bottles closely, and 
tie a bladder over the lop, keeping them 
ill a dry, cool place till wanted.
